PHILADELPHIA UW—Dense clou ds 
of chlorine gas escap ing throu gh a 
broken p ip e from a railroad tank car 
billowed 
throu gh 
a densely p op u ­ 
lated section of N ortheast Philadel­ 
p hia Friday , sending m ore than 350 
p ersons to hosp itals. T here were no 
fatalities. 
Many 
perso ns, 
so me 
v o miting 
and screaming because o f the sear­ 
ing fumes, tried to flee o n fo o t and 
were 
o v erco me. 
Many 
o f 
tho se 
stricken were unpro tected firemen 
and po licemen who went into the 
area o n mercy missio ns. 
Police said the chlorine, stored in 
liq u id form in the tank car, started 
escap ing when a p ip e broke. 
The car, a Pennsy lv ania R ailroad 
tanker, ap p arently was ram m ed by 
another car. inv estigators said. 
The leaking chlorine tu rned to 
a 
thick y ellow gas. H eav ier than air, 
it was nu dged throu gh the neighbor­ 
hood by a 10-mile-an-hou r wind. 
It was the second chlorine gas 
leak in E astern Pennsy lv ania in two 
weeks. A leaking chlorine v alv e in a 
Reading swim ming p ool sickened 59 
bathers Ju ly 26 . 
When unmasked firemen and po ­ 
lice rescuers tried 
to enter the 
stricken area in Philadelphia, many 
fell

The sp okesm an said it w as u n­ 
likely that any of the U.S. m ainland 
wou ld feel the effects of the p ow er­ 
fu l winds, althou gh gale force winds 
ex tend as mu ch as 150 miles ou t from 
the storm center. 
The sp okesm an said it w as not 
p ossible to p redict the storm ’s cou rse 
too closely . 
If the storm continu es its p resent 
cou rse and rate, howev er, it wou ld 
ap p arently hit land areas early Su n­ 
day morning.

THE WORST may be y et to come 
for world Commu nists, already se­ 
v erely shak en by the Sov ict-Chinese 
feu d.

o n—to a feud between g o v ernments. 
If that hap|iens, the po int o f no 
return will hav e been passed.

Slender threads now link Moscow 
and Pek ing. For East and West, this 
can mean an entirely new phase of 
the cold war. It can moan that some 
day in the distant fu tu re Moscow 
will find more grou nd for common 
cau se with the West. 
Bu t for the foreseeable fu tu re, the 
West will hav e two fronts to watch. 
It will bo try ing to cou nter the Krem­ 
lin’s political and economic cam ­ 
paigns lo adv ance commu nism short 
of world war. At the same time it will 
lie try ing to contain v iolence in Asia. 
There is danger now that the im ­ 
patient Red Chinese, wearied of wait­ 
ing for the Kremlin’s green light, 
may on their own step u p the war in 


the infallible center of world com­ 
mu nism. There are two centers now. 


Moscow concedes that splintering 
is tak ing place in parties arou nd the 
world—in Brazil, in Italy , in Au s­ 
tralia and many other places.

One of the most ex otic gems in ou r interest­ 
ing world of p reciou s stones is the lov ely Perid ot 
— birthstone for the Au gu st-born. This lov ely , 
gold en-green gem is relativ ely u nknown by most 
p eop le, and certainly , it is d eserv ing of mu ch 
greater p op u larity . 
Like the Amethy st and 
Aq u amarine, the Perid ot is a sp arkling clear 
and translu cent stone. Some know it as Oliv ine 
or the “ev ening emerald .” 
Perid ot (p ronou nced “p ear-a-d oe”) is u niq u e 
in that it is fou nd in only one p lace in the world 
— St. John’s Island in the Red Sea. There are 
a. few other sou rces su ch as Bu rma, Hawaii and 
Arizona, bu t there the p rod u ction is insignifi­ 
cant— u su ally tiny p ieces, heav ily flawed , and 
not worth cu tting and p olishing for jewelry . 


In the Bible, Perid ot was called “Top azos” 
from a Greek word meaning “to seek.” This 
stemmed from the thick fog su rrou nd ing St. 
John’s Island which mad e it d ifficu lt for early 
sailors to locate it. Tod ay , of cou rse, the name 
Top az refers to an entirely d ifferent gem fou nd 
p rincip ally in Brazil. It’s su rp rising to realize 
that the commercial mine of the Island was 
p rod u cing Perid ots some 15 00 y ears before 
Christ. Many of these early stones can be seen 
set in religiou s artifacts in some of the v ery old 
Cathed rals in Eu rop e. 
Perid ots hav e nev er been a common stone, 
and it is only in recent y ears that jewelry d e­ 
signers hav e giv en them new fashion imp ortance. 
As far as cost is concerned , they are relativ ely 
inex p ensiv e consid ering their great antiq u ity and 
beau ty . Bu t d o let u s show y ou some the nex t 
time y ou are in ou r store so y ou too, may fall 
in lov e with this fascinating gem.

Mo bile Presidents 


In the months ahead President Kennedy ’s condu ct of his office 
q u ite natu rally will come u nder sev ere and u nrelenting Repu blican 
g u nfire. After all, the C.OP wants the office, and y ou don't g et it by 
arg u ing that It Is already well filled. 
Ru t the Repu blicans mig ht learn a few hard lessons from the 
Democrats’ tactics in pu rsu ing the office fou r y ears ag o. 
It does not seem wise to try to define too sharply what the opera­ 
tions of the presidency shou ld be. Kennedy attempted this when he was 
on the ou tside watching Dwig ht D. Eisenhower condu ct the office. 
And Kennedy has wou nd u p doing many of the v ery sam e thing s Eisen­ 


hower did. 
For ex ample. Kennedy the campaig ner was hig hly critical of Eisen­ 
hower for his “ trav eling diplomacy .” \isits to India. Eu rope and else­ 
where were assailed as essentially u seless ex ercises. Bu t Kennedy him­ 
self has ju st completed su ch a trip. 
Eisenhower often was attacked for not stay ing in Washing ton more. 
The charg e was, of cou rse, that when he was ou t of town he was neg ­ 
lecting his job. Comparativ e fig u res indicate that Kennedy is g one 
from the White Hou se at least as mu ch as Eisenhower. 
A g ood many Repu blicans already hav e taken u p similar assau lts 
on Kennedy . If they win the office in 1964, the chances are ov erwhelm­ 
ing that they will hav e to eat the same crow Kennedy ate when he 


g ot the job. 
What is inv olv ed here is more than ju st the technical fact that the 
White Hou se in practical effect mov es with the president wherev er he 
g oes. 
The point is that the presidency is in considerable part a display 
office. Leadership of this g reat nation in 1W63 and bey ond is not ac­ 
complished by chaining oneself to the White Hou se desk as a v irtu al 
prisoner. 
Leadership consists in part of mov ing abou t, of being seen, of talk­ 
ing to people at home and abroad, of seeing thing s first hand rather 
than simply reading reports or listening to emissaries, 
; 
The White Hou se in this ag e is a cru cial core of national and free 
world life. Bu t it is not an island on which a president mu st maroon 
himself. 
Today the g reat cu rrents flow easily and swiftly arou nd the g lobe. 
The leaders of all g reat nations recog nize this by hopping abou t con­ 
stantly to meet their cou nterparts in other lands, to stu dy world prob­ 
lems, to g et the feel of thing s. 
Are we to su g g est seriou sly that In su ch an era the President of the 
United States, the most powerfu l sing le ex ecu tiv e on earth, shou ld he 
the one leader to hold himself rig idly within fou r walls? 
When Kennedy g ained that power, he forg ot his criticisms of Eisen­ 
hower and chose to mov e abou t ju st as the g eneral had done. Whoev er 
follows Kennedy most likely will do the same.
